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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 22-32 and 34-51 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest in claims 22, 34, and 
42: 

an association unit operable to associate the named set with the certain logical 
units to enable a determination of identification information for the at least one port by 
referencing the name; where a storage controller operates as a back-up storage 
controller by associating all ports of the storage controller in all named sets and by 
selecting which named set that the logical units of the storage controller are associated 
with; and where said association unit that is operable to associate the named set with 
the certain logical units comprises part of a first storage controller, where said storage 
controller that operates as a back- up storage controller comprises a second storage 
controller. 

Further, the combination of the set forth limitations with all of the other limitations in the 
respective Independent claims (22, 34, and 42) are not obvious. Applicant has argued 
this limitation on pages 8-12 of Applicant's Arguments filed 4-14-201 1 . This limitation

finds support in tine specification on page 8, paragraphs [048]-[053], and page 1 1 , 
paragraphs [076]-[079] and Figure 4. The prior art of record neither anticipates nor 
renders obvious the above recited combination.
